Background: 

The Health Care Authority (HCA) administers benefits plans, forms benefits contracts, develops 
participation rules, and through the Public Employees' Benefit Board (PEBB) approves 
schedules of rates and premiums for active employee and retired participants.  The members of 
the PEBB vote to approve contracts and benefits for the PEBB program.

The HCA uses the Public Employees' and Retirees' Insurance Account, a non-appropriated fund 
with uses restricted to the payment of premiums for employee and retiree insurance benefit 
contracts.

Summary of Bill: 

The non-appropriated Public Employees’ Benefits’ Board (PEBB) Benefits Account is created, 
permitting the Health Care Authority to directly contract for benefits or services.
